Mercury At 91 De­ 
grees Today, But 
Humidity Is Soar­ 
ing: Way Above 
Normal. 


“ It’c not the heat, it';-, the hu­ 
midity.”

spend their time in a bath-tub, 
in the creek, or in th? mountains, 
was complaining: of the heat, it

FIND BODY OF 
LOEWENSTEIN 


Fiftherman Discovers Corpse 
Of Financier In English 
Channel. 


Boulogne-Sur-Mer, France, July 
20.—(AP)—Finding yesterday of 
the body of Caph Alfred Loewen- 
stein, missing Belgian millionaire, 
cleared up most of the grim mys­ 
tery surrounding his disappearance 
from a cross-Channel airplane July 


French and Belgian authorities 
will still have to determine whether 
Captain Loewenstein accidentally 
fell from the plane as 
it 
flew 
4,000 feet over the English Chan­ 
nel, or deliberately wrenched opeen 
the exit door and plunged to his 


death. 
But the 
ugly rumors that the 
financier had perpetrated a gigan- 
I tic hoax and was still alive were 
j definitely set at rest by the finding 
I of the body. 
The battered corpse was found 
floating ten miles from Cape Gris 
Nez and was taken aboard the 
pilot ship Jean 
Marie Eaugrand. 
Identity was established by a wrist 
plate bearing the 
banker's name 
and address. 
Decomposition had 
set in, blit the features still were 
fcuffiAcntly recognizable to permit 
definite identification by Captain 
Loewenstein’s relatives. 
It is believed here that, now that 
i the mystery of the financier’s dis- 
1 appearance 
has 
been 
laid, 
the 
French government will begin an 
official inquiry to establish whether 
the death was accidental or a sui­ 
cide and if any of Captain Loewen- 
stein’s fellow passengers 
in 
the 
plane will share any responsibility 
for his death.
